THE NATION’S CASH. 


Secretary Foster’s Special Statement of 
the Treasury’s Condition. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 25.—Chairman 
Springer of the Ways and Means Committee 
to-day received from Secretary Foster of the 
Treasury Department the statement he has 
been expecting some time, showing the con- 
dition of the Treasury andits estimated con- 
dition at the end of the present 
and the end of the next fiscal 
year. The statement shows that during 
the first six months of the present fiscal year 
the receipts from ali sources were $234,419, 215, 
and the expenditures, $230,571,006, leaving an 
excess of revenues over ordinary expendli- 
tures of $3,848,209. The cash in the Treasury, 
including gold reserve, July 1, 1892, was 
$132,143,426, and on Dec. 31, 1892, $129,092,588. 
The total estimated revenues for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1893, are $466,671,350, and 
the total estimated expenditures $464,871,350, 
leaving an estimated surplus of receipts over 
expenditures forthe current fiscal year of 
exactly $2,090,000. The estimated cash bal- 
ance available June 30, 1893, is placed at 
$120,992,377, which includes $100,000,000 for the 
gold reserve fund. 

For the next fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1894, the Secretary estimates thatthe reve- 
nues from all sources will amount to 8490, 
121,365, and the estimated expenditures, 
which, however, do not appear to 
include miscellaneous and extraord- 
inary expenditures, at $457,261,335, or an 
estimated surplus of $32,860,030. Tothis the 
Secretary adds the $20,992,377 cash balance 
above the gold reserve estimated to be avatil- 
able Juue 30. 1893, making an 
estimated available balance on June 
30, 1894, of $53,852,407 from which 
must be deducted $5,000,000 for redemption of 
past due bonds, fractional currency and 
national bank notes, and $1,000,000 for prob- 
able payments on sma/isubsidy contracts, 
leaving the balance $47,852,407. 

There are contract liabilities of about the 
amount of this balance, and it is estimated 
that $40,000,000 in contracts will be payable in 
1894, which would bring the real working bal 
ance down to $6,852,407. The expenditures on 
account of pensions estimated in this 
statement for the next fiscal year amount to 
$166,831,850, or an increase over the amount 
which it is estimated will be spent for pen- 
sions this fiscal year of only $5, 496,350. 

In a separate statement showing the con- 
tract abilities existing Dec. 31, 1892, itis 
stated that the Nabilities on contracts 
on existing appropriations is 
473,933, of which it is expected 
$25, 259,358 will be expended in 
fiscal year 1893, and $40,27 9, 037 in the fiscal 
year 1894. The Secretary’s statement for 
1894 showsthatthe 540. 279,068 contract lia- 
bilities is to be deducted from the 
$47,852,407 of balance above gold re- 
serve estimated as available cash, but 
it does not show clearly 23888 the $25, 269, - 
358 of contracts to be in 1893 has or has 
not been deducted in oy estimate 43855 1 
the gold reserve fund) of 
377 as the estimated cash ..

KILLED HIS SON-IN-LAW. 


Fink Fatally Wounds 
Schillinger at Clayton. 
Chris Fink, a life-long resident of Price 
post-office district, four miles southwest of 
Clayton, the county seat, ended a 
long standing quarrel last night 
at 8 o' clock by shooting his 
son-in-law Henry Schillinger. The tragedy

Shillinger 
and his wife and family with 
Fink, whois 60 years of age, and weighs 385 
pounds, have lived near Clayton nearly all bis 
He has a 60 acre farm, and he recently 
received some money fora quantity of stone 
which was quarried out of a Sterile 
part of his farm. Schillinger, who is 
said to have been a very troublesome 
fellow went home drunk lastnight. Heand 
his wife lived in one room of the small house, 
and the old folks occupied the other 
room. According to the state 
ments made by Fink to Sheriff 
Garrett and by Mrs. Fink to a Post- DISPATCH 
reporter, Schillinger demanded some of the 
money obtained by Fink for the stone. 
This matter has been a cause 
of quarrel in the household 
for several days, and last night Schillinger 
tried to enforce his demands with threats 
against Mr. and Mrs. Fink. The old man was 
sitting ina chair nursing Schillinger’s young 
child and he made a remark about shooting 
when his son-in-law became abusive. The 
latter said. Why you can only shoot 
potatoes, and the old man 
replied with a shot from the 
revolver which he had been holding in his 
hand. Fink drove to Clayton and surrendered 
himself to Sheriff Charles Garrett. I had to 
shoot him,’’ said Fink to the Sheriff, by 
which he meant that he had been provoked 
to murder by the quarrelsome character of 
the son-in-law. 

Coroner Caster and Constable John Field- 
son. of Webster Groves started with 
Fink for Fink’s farm 0 hold 
the inquest this morning. Sheriff Garrett 
drove after them and put a deputy in charge 
of the prisoner. The arrangements for the 
inquest began at 11 o’clock and 
progressed very slowly, so that a 
verdict will hardly be reached before a late 
bourthis afternoon: Whatever the verdict 
may be, the county Grand-jury, now in ses- 
sion at Clayton, will take up the case, per- 
haps to-morrow.

He Shot Were Married. 


EVIDENCE INDICATING THAT THE DERD 
Was ACCIDENTAL, a 


~ 


Both Families Believe It Was, and That 
Remorée Drove Hoenschen to Kin 
Himself After Wounding the Gir— 
The Marriage License Had Been Se- 
cretly Obtained. 


It now develops that Frank D. Haenschen, 
living at McNair avenue and Victor street, 
and Alice Bruce, whom he shot at her home 
at Sidney and Liberty streets at 7:15 o’clock 
last eveping, had been secretly married last 


month. This fact came out to-day. 

After the shooting last night Haenschen 
rushed out of the house bareheaded, and re- 
volver in hand, ran to an alley two biocks 
away on McNair avenue, and added suicide 
to his attempt at murder by sending 
a bullet through his own brain, To-day the 
girl, 17 years of age, lies in a semi- conscious 
condition under the influence of oplates, 
with a prospect for recovery. Haen- 
schen’s death was probably instantaneous, 
for he was dead, when several men who had 
seen him just previous running madly 
through the street and had heard the shot, 
ran into the alley to ascertain the cause of 
his strange actions. 

The double crime was a frightful shock to 
the families of the young man and woman, 
Mrs. Haenschen, motherof the dead man, 
| lies ill to-day from excitement and grief, and 
the parents of the girl are so prostrated 
by the tragedy that they are unable to dis- 
cuss it. Haenschen’s body, which was first 
taken to the Morgue, was to-day removed to 
Murrill’s undertaking establishment, 
at No. 1322 Market street. At 
noon both familles were ignorant 
of the causes that led young Haenschen to 
his desperate stepand attributed the shoot- 
ing of the girl to an accident, 

THE SHOOTING. 

Haenschen is employed as a clerk by 
Schriener, Flack & Co., and went home last 
night shortiy before 6 o’clork, He stayed in 
the house only a short time and then went to 
the house of his wife’s father. The 
girl’s family were not aware that the couple 
had been married, and he was received as 
her affianced. They met in the front 
parlor, facing on Liberty street, and 
were soon engaged in earnest conversation, 
Members of the family were in the back par- 
lor and heard them talking. They had no in- 
timation that the relations of the 
couple were not entirely amicable and they 
were thrown intoa state of intense excite- 
ment by the report of arevolver in the front 
room. The folding doors were opened and 
they found the girl ina swoon on the sofa, 
where she and Haenschen had been 
sitting. No thought was given to 
the man, who hastened into the hall and 
without waiting to take his hat from the 
rack in the hall vanished through the front 
door, slamming it dehind him. Warren 
Bruce, brother of the girl, went 
to the office of Dr. C. 
Shattinger and in five minutes returned with 
the physician. The girl had been removed in 
the meantime to the back parlor and 
was insensible. Dr.Shattinger’s examination 
showed that Mrs. Haenschen had been shot 
in the wi a face, in 
front. of a. below the 
eye and that the ball had passed downward 
and out of the back of the neck almost at the 
base of the skull, By what seems al- 
most a miracle it missed all the 
blood vessels of the neck and the important 
nerves, py halt contact with the spinal 
cord alt an inch. Oplates 
were administered and ever since the 
sufferer has been unable to ive any account 
ot the shooting. Dr. Shattinger advised that 
she be kept from talking and be not acquainted 
with Haenschen’s fate. Therefore the family, 
belleving them to have been simply lovers, 
were to-day unable to give any explanation 
of the young man’s act. 

CALLED FOR HER HUSBAND. 

The wounded woman through the night 
and thig morning anxiously called for 
Frank“ and Case or twice demanded to 
know why did not come to 
her. She was told that he 
was overcome with remorse and was 
ashamed to come, but that he would soon be 
brought to her. The wife seemed satisfled 
K. the explanation, and relasped into 
stu 

Warres Bruce received a PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning and assured him that 
the shooting must have been accidental. 
**Haenschen,’’ he said, was an excellent 
young man and there was no objection to his 
union with my sister. He was here every 
day and they were devoted to each other. 
There had en no quarrel between them, 
and when they met last night they 
were on the best of terms. He 
been here the night before and they * 5 
pleasant evening laughing and talking. They 
weretohave been married next May, and 
my sister was preparing ber 
trousseau. Frank was in the habit of carry- 
ing a revolver, and was just at the age when 
young men think it is smart to go 
armed. We think that he was flourishing 
the revolver, when it went off. Finding that 
he had shot my sister he became desperate 
and went out and killed himself. That is the 
only way we can account for it, although 
he was highly nervous and some f the fam- 
5] thought that smoking cigarettes had 

ected his reason. 

The same reasons were advanced by Walter 
Haenschen, Frank’s brother, who says that 
Frank was desperately in love with his 
‘*sweetheart’’ and had no more intention of 
killing ber than he himself had. 

MARRIED ON DEC, ; 

Inquiry outside the families showed that 
their relatives were in the dark as to the 
true relations of Haenschen 
and Alice Bruce. a number 
of sources it was learned that onthe 30th of 
December last, they were married by Jus- 
tice James J. MeCaffrey, a license having 
been issued on that day from the marriage 
license office, The affair was kept 
secret, and Haenschen told only one or two 
of his closest friends that ne had been mar- 
ried. He was in the habit of visiting a 
saloon on Twelfth street near Chouteau 
avenue and a darkeeper there was in 
his confidence. About 6 o’clock last 
evening he was smare under the influence 
of liquor. He aid that a friend 
of his who wag visiting his wife's sister had 
told stories on him atthe house to the effect 
that he was a drunkard and tbat 
Alice was an with him. He was 
in a highly excited state of mind and made 
Vague threats that he would do sumetking 
desperate. He drank several glasses of 
whisky and then went out. 

eum NOT ACCIDENTAL. 

A Hertz, a butcher, says that about 
twenty minutes before the shooting he was 
reading a newspaper in Frank’s saloon at 
McNair avenue and Victor street, when 
Haenchen entered the place and called for a 
glass of whisky. After drinking the 88 
Hertz says Haenchen exhibited 
a longknife and remarked that he wasa 
dangerous man. Hertz says that 
he thought the man was g 
and paid no farther attention to him. 
Haenschen, he says, did not remain more 
than five minutes in his saloon and took but 
one drink. 

In this frame of mind he went home and 
then to the Bruce residence, The records of 
the marriage license office afford proof of the

If Atty.-Gen. Miller be nominated not only 
will the Democrats oppose him, but some of 
the Republicans will lend their ald in pre- 
venting his confirmation. Republican an- 
tagonism might not take the form of violent 
opposition, but would assume an attitude of 
silent acquiescence to the Democratic course. 
Atty.-Gen. Miller has been a candidate fora 
place inthe United States Supreme Bench 
ever since he entered the Cabinet. That he 
was disappointed at being set aside in the 
past in an open secret. The belief prevails 
that Mr. Harrison would have nominated 
Mr. Miller in the place of one of the other 
justices had he entertained any hope that 
the nomination would be confirmed without 
bitter opposition. On one occasion at least, 
the Senate was sounded by Mr. Miller’s 
friends and the result was so discouraging 
that the Attorney-General’s name was 
dropped from the list of possibilities. 

Aside from the specific objections to Atty.- 
Gen. Miller comes the question of party pol- 
“icy. Six Republicans are on the Supreme 
Bench now. Democrats think the proportion 
is too great, and while the possible retire- 
ment of Justices Field and Blatchford during 
Cleveland’s administration would give him 
the nominations, but one Democrat would be 
gained. Its influence would be counteracted 
by the placing of another Republican on the 
bench at this time. If Mr. Harrison does con- 
clude to nominate a Republican successor to 
the late gustice Lamar, the name would not 
be likely to go to the Shute for a Week or 
two. ibusterjng tact on the part of 


Democrats could delay confirmation until the 
present Congress expires under the Constitu- 


Among the Republicans spoken of as poss!- 
bilities are Atty.-Gen. Miller, Judge Emory 
Speer of Georgia, vudge Don A. Pardee of 
Louisiana, Judge Nathan Goff of West Vir- 

Inla, Secretary of the Interior Noble and 

„M. Estee of California. Atty.-Gen. Mil- 
ler is assumed to be the personal choice of 
the President. If some other Republican be 
named it would be taken as an evidence that 
no hope of his confirmation existed atthe 
White House. 

Justice Lamar, it is argued, was the only 
Southern man on the bench and was assigned 
to the circuit in which Louisiana is included. 
These facts, added to the further fact that 
the Democrats onthe Supreme bench are in 
the minority, are sufficient In the minds of 
Democratic lawyers to justify the nomina- 
tion by President Harrison of a Southern 
Democrat. Falling to appoint a Democrat, 
he should leave the matter open for his suc- 
cessor, they say. One of the gentlemen men- 
tioned as possessinga good chance is Judge 
Howell dmunds Jackson of Tennessee. 
Judge Jackson isa Judge on the Sixth Judi- 
cial Circuit, which tmcludes the States of 
Ohio, Kentucky, Michigan and Tennessee. 
Tne Republican Justices on the Supreme 
bench are said tofavor the appointment of 
Judge Jackson. 

Ex-Minister Phelps of Vermont, another 
Democrat, is mentioned. At a Republican 
Senatorial caucus itis said the questionofa 
successor tothe late Justice Lamar was in- 
formally discussed, Opposition to Atty.- 
Gen. Miller is said to have cropped out. 
The drift of the remarks indicated that Mr, 
Miller's name would not be received with en- 
thusiasm. The sense of the consultation 
seemed to be that if a manunodjectionablie to 
every Republican of the Senate could be 
found he would be supported. In other 
words, if the caucus can name the appointee 
he will receive the full Republican support.

OUTLAWS WHO ARE A MENACE TO CITI- 
ZENS OF NEIGHBORING STATES. 


Criminals Find Rofuge inthe Territory 
by Hundreis—Iueffsotual Effort, to 
Suppress Outlawry—The Citizens of 
Oklahoma Graatiy Aunoyed by Depre- 
dations—Settlement the Only Solution. 


One great advantage that will be gained by 
the opening of the Indian Territory will be 
the suppression of lawlessness. Thisis of 
importance not only to the Territory itself, 
but also to the neighboring States. It is 
sometimes denied that the crime in this part 
of the country exceeds that incident to other 
frontier communities, but the court records 
of Fort Smith, where criminais captured on 
the Indian lands are tried, prove thatin no 
part of the United states is crime so 
rampant. The list of men executed 
at Fort Smith is fuily 
ten times as great, onan average, as the 
number of hangings in any State of the 
Union, while it is well known that thousands 
of men who deserve hanging are at large. 

OVERRUN BY OUTLAWS. 

No Deputy Marshal can enter the north- 
western part of the Territory for the pur- 
pose of making an arrest, save at the peril of 
his life, and many are killed or wounded 
every year in the performance of their duty. 
The outlaws keep large districts in a condl- 
tion of terror, and make the Terri- 
tory a lair from which they can 
sally forth to rob and murder, finding a safe 
refuge when they return. As long as tho 
country is allowed to remain inits present 
condition this state of affairs is likely to con- 
tinue. The criminals are seldom Indians, 
belng nearly exclusively whites, and the In- 
dians detest and dread them, and would be 
only too glad to get rid of the plague. But 
the police is inefficient, the processes of law 
unfamiliar, and any information given to 
United States marshals is likely to be blooJily 
revenged. The result is that one of the richest 
sections of the Southwest has become little 
better than a den of outlaws. 

CRIME UNCONTROLLED. 

But crime is by no means confined to these 
white rufflans. The Indlans generally are 
chary of interfering with those not born in 
or adopted by thetribes, but within their 
own organization criminals exercise a great 
influence for evil. Stock is run off, houses 
robved and men and women are murdered 
with comparative safety. In most of the 
tribes justice is administered in a 


very primitive manner. But two pun- 
ishments are known, flogging and shoot- 
ing; while the law-abiding element, which 
is very largely inthe majority, deplores this 
condition of affairs, the state of the finances 
is such as to render impossible a good court 
and penitentlary system. It is a strange 
anomaly that people who own vast tracts of 
vuluable lands which they cannot work 
themselves, and which they are as anxious 
to sell as others are to buy, should be com- 
pelled by poverty to wink at if not actually 
countenance the crime. The lawless element 
is always ready to receive into its ranks 
white criminals who have fied from 
justice on account of crimes committed in 
neighboring States, and exercises an in- 
fluence out ofall proportion to its numbers. 
Thus for years the Indian Territory has been 
a veritable Alsatia. 
OKLAHOMA CALLING FOR RELIEF. 

Much of the opposition to the opening of 
the country to settlement comes from this 
class, as its members are perfectly aware 
that such a step would deprive them of their 
refuge. The citizens of Oklahoma living near 
the line of the reservation are complaining 
bitterly of the losses which they suffer from 
these outlaws. Cattle and horses are being 
continually run off, and robberies are 
of frequent occurrence, and over the line 
pursuit is nearly hopeless; so severe has been 
the loss, and so threatening is the danger, 
that few care to Settle in large portions of the 
new territory. If for no other reason than 
the suppression of crime, the lands should be 
placed upon the market. The government 
can do little toward the suppression of 
outlawry, and not only are the peaceable in- 
habitants of the territory prevented from 
pursuing their avocations in peace, but citi- 
zens of neighboring States are constantly 
threatened. Until thisstateof affairs is broken 
=P. there is little hope forthe development 
of the Indlan Territory.

Maud 8. Will Take Up the Fight 
Against Time, 


PREPARATIONS ALREADY BEGUN FOR 
THE SEASON’S GREAT WORK. 


Bonner Determined That His Mare Shall 
Fe Queen—Mike Mooney Locking for 
Fight—The Legislature and Eoxing— 
Berron-Purtell Mncounter — Sporting 
News of All Scrts. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25.— Horsemen may look 
for a new record for mile trotting during the 
coming season, as Robert Bonner, the vet 
eran horseman, expects Maud S. to establish 
a time for the distancethat will stand unlow- 
ered for a long time. The celebrated mare is 
now being jogged datly over the covered pri- 
vate track of her owner at Tarrytown, and is 
keeping her muscles strong and elastic for a 
trial later on. ; 

During aconversation yesterday Mr. Bon- 
ner sald: Maud S. would not be trained if 
I did not think she could wipe out all records 
that have ever been made,’’ 

Talking about his favorite, Mr. Bonner 
warmed to his subject and entered upona 
most interesting conversation about his re- 
markable mare. 

Maud has not been speeded for two years 
now. sald he. I undertook to use her for 
breeding last year, but she did not prove in 
foal. I do not think she has ever been called 
upon for all there is in her. A horse with her 
remarkable endurance I have never seen. 
Blood will tell, andthe old Lexington stock 
isapparent. Why, in her fast mile, when 
she went in 2:08% before an old 56-inch sulky, 
she went to the half post in 1:04% and came 
back in 1:04%4, something unparalleled in 
trotting records. At Fleetwood I have 
driven her to top wagon a half mile in 1:05, 
and I think she could beat that. 

**I have driven her myself on my covered 
track at the Tarrytown farm and I find she 
is in her best possible form. She gets a 
regular jog daily, but is never let out for 
speed fora single step. My object is to 
keep her joints and muscles active and give 
her just enough work to keep her from get 
ting stale. I belleve a horse should be 
trained exactly as an athlete, with enough 
work todevelop muscle and keep stiffness 
out, and that it should never be pushed when 
in training. That should be reserved 
for the final effort. On this principle, also, 


Iusea cart weighing about 100 pounds, so 
that when she comesto speed in a regular 
racing sulky she will appreciate the marked 
difference in weight. 

In the days of Flora Temple they turned 
horses out inthe winter. ‘Freezingthem out 
for fever,’ they termedit. That was a mis- 
take, I belleve. Moderate but constant jog- 
ging is what they need, instead ofa rest that 
leaves the work to be begun over again each 
rear. 

Robert Bonner's first horse was purchased 
by him in 1886. He tells of the incident, or 
accident, rather, with great gusto. He had 
become run down in health by too close ap- 
plication tothe business of building up the 
Ledger, and his family physician, who was an 
old friend, made his appearance at his office 
one morning demanding a check of $325 in 
payment fora saddle mare which then stood 
outside.

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SMOKE ABATEMENT ASSURED. 


The adoption of the anti-smoke ordi- 
nances by the House of Delegates last 
night marks the beginning of the success- 
ful end of the Post-DISPATCH’S movement 
to abolish the smoke nuisance. The ordi- 
nances only require confirmation in their 
present form by the Council and the signa- 
ture of the Mayor to become laws when 
the practical work of relieving the city of 
its costly, uncomfortable and unhealthful 
smoke cloud will begin. 

The ordinances provide an efficient and 
intelligent foundation for the work of 
abating the smoke nuisance. By enabling 
the city to investigate the smoke consum- 
ing problem and test methods and appli- 
ances, and by giving reasonable time for 
the enforcement of the nuisance law the 
ordinances avoid the infliction of hard- 
ships upon citizens and the injury of in- 
dustry and commerce which might be im- 
posed by less progressive and elastic meas- 
ures. There is ground for hope that the 
educational and moral effect of the laws 
will accomplish the object sought without 
severe enforcement of them. Citizens will 
probably recognize the value of smoke 
abatement and voluntarily adopt the 
methods approved by the authorities. 
The law, however, should be impartially 
eniorced if necessary. 

In addition to the general satisfaction 
shared by all citizens over this long step 
towards smoke abatement, the Posr- 
DIsPATCH has reason for special gratifica- 
tion. It inaugurated the movement to 
free the city from smoke soon after the 
success of its movement to free the city 
from dust. A vigorous crusade was started, 
out of which grew the Smoke Abate- 
ment Association and the popular fight 
against the smoke which has culminated 
in the adoption of the ordinances. The 
citizens laboring through the Smoke 
Abatement Association have done splendid 
work and deserve high credit for the im- 
portant result achieved. This result shows 
what can be done towards public reforms 
and improvements when press and people 
work together to accomplish them.

AN ESSENTIAL REFORM. 


The efficiency of all the provisions of the 
dramshop bill, applying to cities having 
50,000 inhabitants and over, now under 
consideration of the State Legislature, de- 
pends upon the adoption of the principal 
clause providing for the establishment of a 
Board of Excise Commissioners to pass 
upon applications and issue dramshop 
licenses. This is the core of the bill, 
without which there can be no hope of 
improvement in the intolerable conditions 
now existing in the system of regulating 
dramshops and collecting the revenue nor 
of effectual enforcement of new regula- 
tions. 

The system is rotten. It is an anomaly in 
law and administration. It makes one of- 
ficial judge, executive officer and collec- 
tor. It provides no check upon the con- 
duct of this one official. It deprives the 
people of all means of obtaining accurate 
information with regard to the enforce- 
ment of dramshop laws and the collection 
of the revenue. Despite overwhelming evi- 
dences of disregard of rights of citizens, 
violations of law and loss of revenue, in- 
formation is denied the public by the Col- 
lector, who exercises in this matter the 
powers of a czar. 

No argument should be needed to con- 
vince Legislators of the error in law and 
policy of conferring upon one official 
judiciary and administrative functions and 
investing him with unchecked power to 
exercise them. Even if there were nota 
host of facts to substantiate it the convic- 
tion that abuses would grow out of sucha 
system must follow knowledge of it. 

It isa pity that the measure providing 
for the change demanded in this system 
cannot be considered apart from all other 
matters pertaining to the regulation of sa- | 
loons. It should be viewed wholly from 
the standpoint of legal principle and ad- 
ministrative efficiency. It should be ac-

CLAIMS OF THE TERRITORIES. 

The proposal to bring in all the Territo- 
ries by an omnibus bill is not free from 
objections, but with some modifications 
might be made acceptable to the better 
sense of the country. 

Something has been n from the ex- 
perience with Nevada and the other rotten 
boroughs, which ought to count for some- 
thing. It is not right to establish such 
communities with preponderating influ- 
ence through representation, when the 
population does not justify it. The appor- 
tionment for Representatives according to 
the law of 1890 is 173,901. But Nevada has 
one Congressman with a population of 
only 45,760, and Montana with 130,000, 
Idaho with 84,000, and Wyoming with 60,- 
000 have each a Representative and two 
Senators. 

Both New Mexico and Arizona are far 
below the numbers required from older 
States, but if united might have a color of 
right to statehood, Utah has nearly 200,- 
000 and is certainly entitled to a place in 
the sisterhood, but a union with Nevada is 
desirable. This would not seriously im- 
pair her influence, because her superiority 
innumbers and character of population 
would insure the control of the new State 
to her. 

The best feature in the proposal, how- 
ever, is that providing for the admission 
of Oklahoma, which has a population of 
130,000, exclusive of Indians under tribal 
government. By adding the rest of the 
Indian Territory a respectable and healthy 
State would be formed which is sure to 
grow in strength and numbers. The 
rights of the Indians can be cared for 
without allowing them to stand in the way 
of civilization and the interests of the 
Southwest. The Indian Territory, indeed, 
is entitled to admission on its own merits 
and deserves consideration apart from all 
the others. To make it wait upon the 
claims of sage-brush Territories like 
Arizona is neither just nor expedient, 


EXx-PRESIDENTS are merely American 
citizens. Why should they be provided 
for’’ more than other good men? Whena 
President steps out, unless the office- 
seekers have been unusually exasperating, 
he is not broken down. In the four years 
of his term he has been paid $200,000, and 
no President is expected to spend his 
money as freely as if it were Uncle 
Samuel’s. Mr. Hayes provided for him- 
self very well, and so did Mr. Cleveland. 
Even Mr. Harrison may be turned loose in 
Indianapolis without exciting apprehen- 
sions that he may starve. If an ex-Presi- 
dent ever becomes needy and helpless we 
can all subscribe a little something for the 
old gentleman and it will be cheerfully 
done.

Sabbath Dosecration. 
To the Editcr of the Post · Dispatch: 

As iview the Sunday question at present 
I believe it to be an industrial question, and 
until theo latter is more satisfactorily settled 
all attempts at regulating the Sunday ques- 
tion are mere patchwork. When the in- 


dustrial question is adjusted the other will 
settle itself on an equitable basis. 

When private appropriation of public val- 
ues isstopped and the community getsits 
own, and when men are allowed freer access 
to all natural opportunities then a reform of 
the rest-day question can be advocated with 
a good hope of success. 

Idonot believe with Mr. Stimson that the 
opening of the World’s Fair on Sunday would 
be the entering wedge that would destroy the 
one rest day of the ‘‘workingman,.’’ Other 
furces more powerful and irresistible, but as 
yet unnoticed by the masses, have been at 
work and are working to deprive the me- 
chanic, the clerk, the book-keeper’ and the 
salesman of his day of rest, and force them 
against their wills to be Sunday workers. 
They do not do it for the fun of It. 

I heard a remark a few Sundays ago about 
the ‘‘continual breaking of the Sabbath by 
the street car drivers and conductors,’’ 
These men cannot help themselves. It 18 
„work seven days a week or lose your job.“ 

At $2 a day it is necessary for them to work 
the seven days, with haifan hour each for 
meals, to help care for the little ones at 
home. Whose faultisthis? If the reverend 
gentlemen who are so much shocked at Sab- 
bath breaking’’ would ask this question in 
their churches it might offend some owners 
of high-priced pews, who are directors or 
stockholders in these corporations, But car 
drivers are not the only seven-day workers, 
Frequently the book-keeper and salesman is 
forced to the office on Sunday to ‘‘catch up’’ 
and get ready for the coming week, while 
the employer is at divine (?) worship. Ease 
and selfish enjoyment on Sunday are gratified 
atthe expense of the time belongingto the 
cook, who often finds Sunday one of the 
busiest days of the week! while the Hveried 
coachman, who has driven his lord and 
lady’’ to church, marks time’’ on the side- 
walk outside. 

Progressing in all the industries as we are, 
there must always be some Suuday workers, 
but not necessarily seven-day workers, if a 
true Christian spirit was shown. But 80 
long as our economic conditions remain as 
they are men must work seven days in the 
week, and that number must increase. And 
those who complain of ‘*Sabbath-breaking’’ 
and at the same time assert that it is not in 
their province to discuss economic questions 
need not be surprised at its increase. I be- 
lieve in one day in seven for rest, and I think 
it would be best if all those who could would 
agree on a day, and those, the nature of 
whose business is continual, should be given 
another day forrest. This is humane and it 
is Christian, for it is the golden rule—doing 
to others as we would bedone by. Menand 
women are not able to be independent 
enough to say to theiremployers: ‘*‘I will not 
work on Sunday, or seven days in a week.’’ 
They simply have to do it, and untill the 
torces which make this a necessity are re- 
moved it is unadulterated cant to howl about 
Sabbath desecration, 

Let’s vacate our glass houses before we

Signed by the Mayor. 


A HISTORY OF THE GREAT ORUSADE 
BEGUN BY THE POST-DISPATCH. 


Mayor Noonan’s Work in Behalf of the 
Great Reform—How the Smoke Abate- 
ment Association Was Organiz:d, and 
Its Persistent aud Intelligent Efforts 
to Attain the Object of Its Existencs. 


The House of Delegates, by a vote of 18 
to 8, passed the two smoke abate- 
ment ordinances last evening. Sev- 
eral amendments were made which 
will necessitate the ordinances going back to 
the Council, where they will be concurred in 
and the bills presented to the Mayor for his 
signature by the end of the week. 

This means that the end of the 
fight against the smoke nuisance has 
been reached, and the citizens at 
large as well as the Smoke Abatement 
Association who have made sucha gallant 
fight are to be congratulated on the success- 
ful outcome. AS long back 
as the spring of 1889 the 
Posr- Disraron began the crusade in the in- 
terests of soot- cursed citizens. Then 
came the election of Mayor Noonan, who 
called the attention of the Assembly 
to the smoke nuisance and placed 
himself on record as a smoke 
reformer. In the meanwhile the Smoke 


Abatement Assoctation was organized and 
as a corporate body of citizens carried out 
the ideas suggested by the Post-DISPATCH’S 
continuous crusade, By dint of 
hammering away and keeping the 
matter before the public the men who are 
supposed to attend tothe wishes of the pub- 
lic considered the ordinances submitted 
by the Smoke Abatement Association and

THE NUISANCB ORDINANCE. 

The nuisance ordinance is very short and 
reads as follows: 

An ordinance declaring the emission of dense 
black or thick gray smoke to beanuisance and to 
provide for the suppression thereof. 

He it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of the 
City of St. Louis. as follows: Sec. 1. The emission 
into the open air of dense black or thick gray 
smoke within the corporate limits of 
the city of St. Louls is hereby 
declared to bea public nuisance. The owners, oc- 
cupants, managers or agents of any establishment, 
locomotives or premises from which dense black or 
thick gray smoke is emitted or discharged shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction there- 
of, shall paya fins of not less than $16 nor more 
than $50. And each and every day wherein such 
sinoke shall be emitted shall constitute a separate 
offense. 

Sec. 2 provides that the bill will take effect 
six months after the approval of the Mayor. 

The other ordinance gives the President of 
the Board of Public Improvements the 
authority to appoint commissioners to the 
number of three to make tests and send them 
to him so that it can be used for the informa- 
tion of the public. This ordinance provides 
for the payment of salaries to the com- 
missioners and makes the following provistons 
for all who have smoke consumers or pre- 
ventive devices which they besire to have 
tried. The provisions are as follows: 

Sec. 3. Any party haviag. or claiming to have, a 
plan or device whereby smoke can be prevented or 
suppressed, and desiring to have the saine subjected 
to a praciical test and determination, may do soon 
the rollowing cenditions: 

1. He or they shall notify in writing the Presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements that such 
a test is destred, and with such notice shall le a 
fuli and complete description of the device, with all 
necessary drawings to show its character, construc- 
tion and mode of operation. Accompanying such 
notice shall be a certificate of the City Treasurer that 
there has been deposited with him to the account of 
the fund for testing smoke prevention devices, the 
sum of $400, and said sum of 3400 shall 
thereupon absolutely become the property of the 
city of St. Louis, and no claim shall hereafter be 
made oraliowed, torefund the same orany part 
thereof; and upon the presentation of the Treas- 
urer’s certificate to that effect, the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements shall order the com- 
mission to make the test. 

2. The partwor parties submitting a device shall 
erect the same at such place as the commission may 
approve. at theirown cost and expense, under their 
own supervision. 

WHAT STEPS WILL BE TAKEN. 

Mr. Sum Kennard, Treasurer of the Oitt- 
zens’ Smoke Preventive Association, was 
seen to-day and asked what the association 
proposed to do and howthey were going to 
ao ſt. 

‘ir. Kennard said: ‘‘We have done one 
thing, and that is to declare the smoke a 
legal nulsance, and that is one long stride in 
the rigit direction, It is not really necessary 
for the city to provide a means to stop 
the smoke and it has done a great 
deal already by the creation of the commis- 
sion, but onthe other hand there will be a 
great deal of information secured by the 
commission and put at the service of the 
public. Then at the end of six months it 
Will be their own fault if they do not find 
means of stopping the smoke, and they * 
have to pay tue penalty.’ 

»The association will, however, hold a 
meeting very soon, and decide what will be 
done. Our President, Mr. Kingsland, is out 
ol the city, but Lexpect him back very soon. 

Mayor Noonan wasin his office very busy 
talking business, and when asked if he had 
anything favorable tosay about the smoke 
ordinances said: 

Why I should think I hac; I have every- 
thing to say In their favor.’

‘‘come to.“ That man Burbank has no 
end of trouble with me,’’ said Mr, Nye. 
Nine persons out of ten take him for my- 
self, and as I am always getting into 
trouble it is a source of great annoy- 
ance to him, But then you know 
I have enough trouble of my own 
and just want matters evened up. Now, for 
instance, no one believes anything I say. 
Yet Lam ‘following in the footsteps of George 
Washington. Noone believes I have a farm 
in North Caries, yet Ihave a big farm in 
that State, and 7 is doing well; that is the 
welll dug 18. I just want to illustrate to 
you the luck in. When I 
bought that was not 
a drop of water init, although wells, creeks 
and springs were on every side of it. I con- 
cluded to have a well. Iset to work myself, 
but gave up the job and put men with more 
experience to work hunting for water, as I 
knew very little about the article myselt. 
They were just four months going through 
100 feet of solid rock find 
while just on the other side ‘oe the fence 
water from a spring bubbled out of the 
ground. While down in Mississippi last Win- 
ter I fell out ofan opera-house and broke my 
arm, and while returning home I got tangled 
up in a railroad wreck and had my leg 
broken. I was about played out when 
Ireturned home and decided to spend the 
winter in Southern Callforniain a county 
where I knew it was warm. I had not been 
there twenty-four hours when a two-foot 
snow fell, the first one to my per- 
sonal knowledge in thirty-flve years, 
and history says never before. I caught 
cold and wus afmfliicted with a spinal 
trouble and decided to return home, where, 
as I expected, I was the only victim in 
another wreck. I was taken home more 
dead than alive and placed on my humble 
couch, as I supposed to wither away and die. 
When my physician informed me that I could 
go among my stock the next day and bask in 
the winter sunshine, the bed fell down and 
fortwo more months I remained in silent 
meditation and secret prayer, I have other 
hard luek stories, but it makes.mesad.to re- 
late them. Since I have become a Christian, 
things have been coming my way—but Bur- 
bank,that poor lost creature—he has my sym- 
pathy.’’ Mr. Nye leaves this afternoon for 
Belleville. 


INCREASED CAPITAL STOCK.

company. Mr. Johnson said: 

„We are working to effect a reorganization 
ofthe southern Rallroad Co., the line run- 
ning south on Sixth street in your city, 
There is not much I can tell you, as 
what steps we have taken »in be 
subject to ratitication by the  stock- 
holders next Saturday. The line is paying 
fairly, but we desire to add to its equipment 
and install a power plant, and we concluded 
that instead of putting up the money and 
carrying it on a debt, we would prefer stock. 
The company is now capitalized at 
$500,000, and we suggest $1,.500,000—three 
times that amount. This increase is simply 
to enable us tomakecertala improvements, 
as Wellasto take upa debt incurred when 
we changed the motive power. This change 
cost us more than we anticipated.“ 

Mr. Johnson sald that nothing looking to a 
change In the ownership of the line was in- 
volved in these proceedings. He and his 
friends would remain the owners of the line 
as heretofore. They wanted to put the line 
in first-class shape, and this method seemed 
the most desirable one to ralse the money.

GALLAGHER WILL FIGHT. 


He Says He Will Take His Oase to tne 
Highest Court. 


It is more than probable that Judge Fish- 
er’s adverse decision in the mandamus pro- 
ceedings, brought by Supt. Joseph Gallagher 
ofthe Poor-bouse against City Auditor Jo- 
seph Brown, to compel the payment of hig 
salary since the time he was removed 
by the Board of Charity Commissioners 


in August last, bas not by any means ended 
the dispute. Merely the first round has been 
fought, in what promises to bea tedious 
battle between the Mayor and the Charity 
Commissioners, and althoughthelatter party 
gained a decided advantage, the other side 
are apparently still confident of success, 
Mayor Noonan was asked this morn- 
ing what step he . would take in 
the matter in view of Judge 
Fisher’s ruling, but declined to discuss the 
matter, on the ground that he had not had 
time to read the decision, even as given in 
the newspapers. He had sent over several 
times this morning, he stated, to see City 
Counselor Marshall about the matter, but so 
far had not been able to find mim 
at his office. He had, he said, 
been guided altogether by the legal phase 
of the case. and whatever he did 
would depend entirely upon the opinion ren- 
tty Counselor. From 
what little he had heard of the decision it 
appeared to him inevitable that an appoint- 
ment should be made at once. 

„Have you anyone in view for the po- 
sition?’’ was asked. 

„„No; have not given the matter any 
thought at all; but it won't take me very 
ong to fix all that after I see Marshall.“ 

Ihe reporter left the Mayor’s office just as 
Mr. Gallagher himself started to enter it. 
He had just been relieving his feelings by un- 
burdening himself to Health Commissioner 
Brennan, and his indignation, coupled with 
the exertion ofclimbing the stairs, made him 
pant out his words in short sharp sentences. 

**You can say for me,’’ he gasped, ‘‘that 
I shall carry this up to the jumping off place. 
That business yesterday does not amount to 
anything at all, andI shall not consider the 
case started until we begin to getup among 
the supreme courts. I don’t care 
a snap of the fingers for the money, 
but my character has been assailed and I 
will spend every cent I possess if necessary 
to vindicate myself. I’m init to stay; and 
with another gasp of indignation he disap- 
peared inside to buttonhole Jim Brennan. 

City Counselor Marshall was of the opinion 
that the vital point in the case had 
not been brought up at all. He was still of 
the opinion that the form of dismissal was 
Illegal, and had no alteration to make in his 
decision as delivered to Mayor Noonan some 
timeago. ‘*Noone ever doubted the power 
of the commissioners to remove 
whoever they wanted to by a unani- 
mous vote. The question was what 
form must they follow in doing 
this,“ he said. ‘‘Gallagher’s case is almost 
identical with the Dennison case, and if it 
was presented properly I do not see how an 
judge could possibly render an advers 
luling.

GALLAGHER WILL FIGHT. 


He Says He Will Take His Oase to the 
Highest Court. 


It is more than probable that Judge Fish- 
er’s adverse decision in the mandamus pro- 
ceedings, brought by Supt. Joseph Gallagher 
ofthe Poor-bouse against City Auditor Jo- 
seph Brown, to compel the payment of hig 
salary since the time he was removed 
by the Board of Charity Commissioners 


in August last, bas not by any means ended 
the dispute. Merely the first round has been 
fought, in what promises to bea tedious 
battle between the Mayor and the Charity 
Commissioners, and although the latter party 
gained a decided advantage, the other side 
are apparently still confident of success. 
Mayor Noonan was asked this morn- 
ing what step he . would take in 
the matter in view of Judge 
Fisher’s ruling, but declined to discuss the 
matter, on the ground that he had not had 
time to read the decision, even as given in 
the newspapers. He had sent over several 
times this morning, he stated, to see City 
Counselor Marshall about the matter, but so 
far had not been find nim 
at his office. He ne said, 
been guided altogether by the legal phase 
of the case., and whatever he did 
would depend entirely upon the opinion ren- 
dered: him by the City Counselor. From 
what little he had heard of the decision it 
appeared to him Inevitable thatan appoint- 
ment should be made at once. 

„Have you anyone in view for the po- 
sition?’’ was asked. 

No; I have not given the matter any 
thought at all; but it won’t take me very 
ong to fix all that after I see Marshall.’’ 

The reporter left the Mayor’s office just as 
Mr. Gallagher himself started to enter it. 
He had just been relieving his feelings by un- 
burdening himself to Health Commissioner 
Brennan, and his indignation, coupled with 
the exertion ofclimbing the stairs, made him 
pant out his words in short sharp sentences. 

Lou can say for me, he gasped, that 
I shall carry this upto the jumping off place. 
That business yesterday does not amount to 
anything at ali, andI shall not consider the 
case started until we begin to get up among 
the supreme courts, I don’t care 
a snap of the fingers for the money, 
but my character has been assailed and I 
will spend every cent I possess if necessary 
to vindicate myself. I’m init to stay; and 
with another gasp of indignation he disap- 
peared inside to buttonhole Jim Brennan. 

City Counselor Marsbali was of the opinion 
that the vital point in the case had 
not been brought up at all. He was still of 
the opinion that the form of dismissal was 
Illegal, and had no alteration to make in his 
decision as delivered to Mayor Noonan some 
time ago. No one ever doubted the power 
of the commissioners to remove 
whoever they wanted to by a unani- 
mous vote. The question was what 
form must they follow in doing 
this,“ he said. ‘‘Gallagher’s case is almost 
identical with the Dennison case, and if it 
was presented properly I do not see how an 
judge could possibly render an advers 
1uling. I have not learned anything of what 
— proceedings were before Judge Fisher 
esterday but Lean safely say that if I had 

resented the case the result would have 
een reversed. 

City Auditor Joseph Brown claimed to have 
been confident of victory all the time. Ihe 
idea of an ordinance overruling the charter, 
was to me absurd, hesaid. ‘*The principle 
involved in the point at issue was most im- 
portant. The case is virtually settled, though 
Gallagher may prove obstinate and try to 
keepitup. The power of the Commissioners 
has been definitely defined, and by the rul- 
ing they are shown to have the right 
to discharge anyone without a trial. lam 
sorry for Gallagher, for I think him a worthy 
man anda good fellow, but he has listened to 
the advice of friends, and their advice has 


proved fatal.’’

ELECTRIC LAMP PATENTS. 


Rival Claims of Inventors Edison and 


Goebel. 


NEw YORK, Jan. 25.—With reference to the 
defense offered by the Beacon Lamp Co, in 
Boston tn the suit ofthe Edison company to 
restrain it from manutacturing electric in- 
candescent lamps, alleged to be infringe- 
ments on the Edison system, Mr. Franklin 
Pope,in the Electrical Engineer for to-day, 
gives a full history of the inventions by 
Goebel, The electric lights manufactured by 


Goebelin New York in 1859 are claimed by 
the Beacon company and many expert 
electricians to antedate and anticipate Edl- 
son's inventions. 

Mr. Pope recalls Goebel’s frequent ap- 
pearance in the streets of New York just 
before the war, with his semewhat crude 
but effective apparatus for 2 incandes- 
cent light, which apparatus the Hanoverian 
philosopher exhibited to the public along 
with a huge telescope, also made by himself, 
forasmall consideration. Heinrich Goebel 
was born in Springer, Germany, in 1818; he 
pursued various experiments in galvanic and 
Magneto-electric machinery under Prof. 
Monighausen before comingto this country 
in 1848. He then established a little optician’s 
shop in New oe experiments 
with electricity. One night he astonished the 
Citizens and called outthe fire department 
by erectingan electric arc light on nis roof, 
supplied by about eighty cells. One day he 
discovered by burning out some wood from 
an iron ferrule thatthe carbonized fibers 
were conductors of electricity. This led him 
to construct an incandescent lamp in a vac- 
— — the filament being held between two 
wires. 

Mr. Goebel states as his reason for not 
coming forward sooner that he speaks En- 
giish with difficulty and cannot read it at 


all, and thought that the lamp was not valu- 


able in the way he used it, as it was too ex- 
pensive to be anything but a plaything.
